432-EME 


The Arecibo Observatory Amateur Radio Club will again put the 1000-foot radio 
telescope on the air for 432 MHz EME. 


The scheduled times of operation are: April 18: 1840 - 2125 UTC 

Callsign: KP4A0 

Tx Frequency: 432.045 MHz Rx Frequency: 432.050 to 432.060+ Tx power: 400 W 
Antenna gain: 60 dBi System noise temp: 120 K (cold sky) System noise temp: 330 K 


(when pointed at moon) 


KP4AO can be heard with a small hand-held yagi pointed at the moon, and a good 
receiver. 


AO-51 CTCSS experiment 


From Sunday April 11 the Amateur Radio satellite AO-51 will be using a new 
experimental 67Hz CTCSS (PL) routine. 


For AO-51 users it would be helpful to program in a 67Hz PL tone, but not absolutely 


required as long as someone else in the footprint does. 


It also means if you are the first person in the footprint you might not hear the satellite 
until after it hears 67Hz for a few seconds. 


International Marconi Day

Club will be celebrating International Marconi Day by operating an IMD award 
station from the Martello Tower in Howth using the call-sign EIOMAR.
